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Van Doren’s Guilt 
Indicts All America 


The, prepared confession of Charles 
Van Doren detailing one of the greatest 
public deceptions of modern times is a 
deeply disturbing document. It really 
amounts to an indictment of modern so- 
ciety and of our deteriorating sense of 
values and morality. 

Charles Van Doren did not have to 
participate in this deception. He is a 
member of one of America’s finest fami- 
lies. His-education, his background and 
the Van Doren tradition of service 
should have given him the character to 
resist the crude temptation to which he 
was subjected. 

But resist he did not and today stands 
revealed as corrupt as those who led him 
to the mountain top with their pieces of 
silver. How he rationalized with himself 
that his actions were not wrong illus- 
trates the grave dangers to our whole so- 
ciety. Have all of us lost the meaning of 
right and wrong, of good and evil? 

Today Van Doren has great remorse. 
He would like to reverse the course of his 
life. That he cannot do. But at least he 
now admits he was wrong and in words 
which may salve his conscience even 
though they do not erase the guilt. But as 
he says, if we, too, learn a lesson from 
his experiences, some good may come of 
it. 

. I was involved, deeply involved, 
in a deception,” he declared. “The fact 
that I, too, was very much deceived can- 
not keep me from being the principal vic- 
tim of that deception because I was its 
principal symbol. . .. There may be a 
kind of justice in that.” 

His statement is as honest as the quiz 
program was not. But his public admis- 
sion of guilt and the realization that good 
and evil still cannot be reconciled provide 
a lesson that should not be lost to any in- 
dividual in America. 

Revealed for us, too, is an incredible 
contempt for the people and for right and 
wrong by the quiz show producers and 
an amazing irresponsibility on the part 
of the sponsor and the network. 

Again is illustrated a fact of our demo- 
cratic free society. Government interfer- 
ence in free enterprise results from fail- 
ure of industry properly to exercise the 
responsibilities of freedom. 

As we have said here many times, we 
are opposed to censorship. But television 
and radio must police themselves. They 
must clean up the mess or government 
will move in to do it for them. 

As for Van Doren, it is not possible to 
feel much sympathy for him. But the 
whole quiz show scandal is a shocking 
reflection on American life and of each 
of us as individual participants.

These Young Toughs 
Were Punished Lightly 


On Saturday night some Atlanta 
youths crashed a fraternity party at Geor- 
gia Tech. Defiantly refusing to leave, they 
engaged in a brawl, injuring some of 
those who sought to eject them. 

On Monday they were fined mod- 
estly in Judge Luke Arnold’s court. 

We think, if the judge will pardon us, 
the fine was too little. A jail sentence for 
30 days would have been better. 

For some time now there has been a 
growing custom of youthful hoodlums— 
or those committed to hoodlum-like 
actions—to crash high school and college 
dances. Some of these uninvited are real 
tough, genuine hoods with records. They 
are by no means sweet little boys on a 
lark. 

They are cut from the same pat- 
tern as those who abuse the masks of 
“trick or. treat” on Halloween. They are 
all encouraged to continue crashing 
dances by the fact the law seems to do 
little about it. Those fined by Judge Ar- 
nold will hardly be dissuaded from 
crashing other dances. 

Sponsors of high school dances will 
continue to live in a sort of terror that 
one of these flying squads of young 
toughs will invade them. When they get 
caught red-handed, following physical as- 
sault on those giving dances, it seems to 
us the law misses a fine opportunity of 
making an example of them. There are 
no extenuating circumstances. It is pre- 
rheditated mischief in one of its worst 
forms. 
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Today’s Elections Offer 
Interesting Sidelights 


Today is election day in 18 of the 50 
states. 

The South is interested in. two. They 
are minor, yet Virginia’s choice of her en- 
tire legislature will have an important 
bearing on the future of that state’s school 
program, now committed to due process 
of law. 

The other Southern siniiiaes is hu- 
morous and yet somewhat sad. In Hinds 
County, Migs., a Republican is running 
against the Democratic nominee for the 
Btate Senate. Hinds eteaiaed is the seat of

the capital, Jackson, and is the most pop- 
ulous in the state. William V. Westbrook, 
29, a successful young businessman, is 
not merely the lone GOP candidate but 


- the first one in 40 years. 


What is sad is that this solitary can- 
didate has brought out all the heavy guns. 
Sen. (Our Gem) Eastland has fired all 
guns against him. “The very future of 
sound, conservative Democratic govern- 
ment as we know it in Mississippi is in- 
volved,” he said. There will be few who 
will fail to note the hilarity of the neces- 
sary qualifying phrase, “as we know it.” 
Not only has Sen. Eastland attacked this 
solitary Republican but the attorney gen- 
eral of the state is also hinting dire re- 
sults if Westbrook is elected. Westbrook 
strongly supports segregation and says he 
just wants to break the one-party sys- 
tem grip. He likely won’t, but his try is 
inspiring. 

Some 500 cities will elect mayors to- 
day and Kentucky will elect a governor. 
This normally Democratic state has two 
Republican U.S. senators. Democratic 
Gov. “Happy” Chandler has tried to sab- 
otage the Democratic nominee who de- 
feated his personal choice in the pri- 
mary. He may succeed. If so, Kentucky 
will add a GOP governor to her two 
senators. 

In 1957 municipal elections in the Mid- 
west signaled the Democratic gains. 
Hence Indiana’s 105 such: tests today will 
be watched with nervous interest. 


In Philadelphia Harold Stassen, GOP 
mayoralty candidate, is expected to lose 
by at least 100,000 votes. This may at 
long last bury this politically ubiquitous 
man.

Tragic Traffic Fatalities 
Resulted From Neglect 


The four-lane highway to Marietta at- 
tained two more crosses last weekend 
as an automobile accident near the Chat- 
tahoochee River bridge killed two women, 
one of them Mrs. James D. Robinson Sr., 
prominent and beloved Atlantan. 


The two fatalities were among the 13 
on the highways of the state during the 
weekend. 

Because the accident which caused 
these two deaths was closer to home, the 
causes are more easily assessed. 


It is true the car in which Mrs. Robin- 
son was riding as passenger with Miss 
Estelle Rice, of Marietta, left the pave- 
ment before overturning. 


So the tragedy starts with a driver 
error. 


But the driver has a right to expect 
a road shoulder which is maintained to 
required safety standards. 


One has only to inspect the highway 
where Mrs. Robinson and Miss Rice were 
killed to see that such a standard is not 
maintained. 

The shoulder is marked by holes. 
places it is several inches below the lev es 
of the paving. 


The wreck site, in Fulton County and 
the Atlanta city limits, is no exception. 


The four-lane highway or 41-E from 
Atlanta to Marietta is obsolete in its engi- 
neering, neglected in’ maintenance and 
practically ignored by patrolmen. 

Those long aware of its hazards are 
wondering more than ever how many 
more lives must be taken before the 
state gives this dangerous road the atten- 
tion which its heavy load merits.

In so doing Kennedy cited specific ex- 
amples of crookedness in high places in 
the Teamsters Union. He also made it 
clear that the hands of management are 
far from lily-white. Collusion between of- 
ficials of certain concerns and shady 
union leaders has cost the average worker 
a tidy sum. 

Kennedy regards the Teamsters as 


. 


‘gecond in power only to the United States 


government. Although an excellent start 
was made in Congress last year toward 
protecting honest union officials and the 
rank and file of the labor movement, 
even stronger laws are needed to curb 
abuses. 

For instance, Kennedy is of the opin- 
ion that by 1965 Hoffa will have some 250 
million dollars of union funds to lend as 
he sees fit. With the strangle hold that the 


‘Teamsters have on transportation, they 


are in position to gum up the economy to 
the extent where practically all business 
concerns and their employes would be 
hard hit. With the type of leadership the 
Teamsters have, the situation is a danger-

table diplomatie career. It was the beginning of the end of that bril- 
liant generation of foreign service officers who helped guide the 
nation through the convulsive transition from isolation to world 


leadership. 

There were many remarkable 
American diplomats before Sec- 
retary Murphy and there are 
many more who never served ia 
the isolationist era, but Murphy’s 
generation was different from any 
that went before or came after. 


It staffed the first really pro- 
fessional foreign service estab- 
lished by the Rogers Act of 1924. 
It took on the responsibilities of 
the new internationalism. It cre- 
ated a pride and spirit and stan- 
dard‘ of professional excellence 
seldom equalled in American 
history. 


Shortly after the diplomatic and 
consular services were combined 
under the Rogers Act of 1924, a 
remarkable group of younger men 
entered the service. Ellis Briggs, 
now ambassador to Greece, and 
Stanley Woodward, former am- 


bassador to Canada, and John 


Vincent, one of the casualties of 
the McCarthy era, all came into 
the service in 1925. 


A year later George Kennan, 
perhaps the most original thinker 
of the lot, came in with the new- 
er group of recruits from the 
West. Raymond Hare, now am- 
bassador in Cairo, joined in 1927 
and after him two other brilliant 


Soviet experts, Charles Bohlen and ° 


Llewellyn Thompson, past and 


present ambassadors to the Soviet ' 


Union who entered the service 
in 1929. 


Though the United States did not 
recognize the Soviet Union until 
1933, the State department antici- 
pated that event by several years. 
Robert Kelley, a brilliant Boston 
Irishman, created a Russian divi- 
sion and somehow managed to 
get funds to send men like Ken- 
nan, Bohlen, Eddie Page and 
others to Europe to study the 
Russian language and the prob- 
lems of the era. 

Just as World War I.led to the 
expansion of the foreign service, 
so World War II expanded and 
diluted it with a vast army of 
experts from the wartime propa- 
ganda and intelligence: agencies. 

It is not the same service to- 
day. It retains many good men, 
such as Ambassador Jacob Beam 
in Warsaw, who followed the 


Thompsons and the Bohlens in the 


early days of the 1930's, but its 
growth has undoubtedly altered 
the role and spirit of the service. 
Thus, Murphy’s retirement is a 
reminder of a special period. ° 
Also, the others of Murphy’s 
generation are nearing retirement. 
Loy Henderson has wanted out 
for some time, Kennan has gone 


to Princeton:to write the history 


of his time. John Davies Jr., John 
Vincent and Sam Reber have been 
lost in the political battles of the 
fifties. And not only the Matthews 
but the Thompsons and the Boh- 
lens are .now entering on what is 
likely to be their last posts. 


It will not hurt the union one iota 
to come forth now and declare 
for the principles of integrity. 

We are sure that the American 
people would never favor the Rus- 
sian form of management of la- 
bor but such is not beyond the 
realms of possibility. Now is the 
time for union members to stand 
up and be counted and to tell the 
American public whether or not 
they are for the continuation of 
featherbedding.

Oregon, the concensus of the political writers is: 


That, without quite using the 
words, Gov. Rockefeller is visibly 
showing he is going. to make the 
race. Since he is not one to do 
anything halfheartedly, he Is get- 
ting ready to make a massive, 
nationwide bid for convention 
delegates. 

That he will have to enter the 
earliest presidential primary — 
New Hampshire in March — in 
order to have a fair chance of 
cutting down Vice President Nix- 
on’s big lead and that this will 
mean full public commitment to 
a preconvention campaign not 
later than Jan. 28, probably ear- 
lier. 

If Nixon sidesteps New Hamp- 
shire, it will be construed by 
many as an act of political tl- 
midity and Nixon is not a timid 
politician.

In 1940 Wendell Willkie came 
onto the political scene late as a 
fresh and formidable force at a 
time when his opposition was rela- 
tively unknown and untried. Taft 
had been a senator only two years 
and Dewey was operating from 
his small base as district attor- 
ney of New York County. 

And in 1952 Gen. Eisenhower 
had both an issue and an argu- 
ment. The argument was that Sen. 
Taft couldn’t win, but what real- 
ly galvanized his supporters was 
their conviction that Gen. Ejisen- 
hower’s nomination was essential 
to keep the Republican Party from 
going isolationist. 

Thus far no issue of basic pol- 
icy appears to enter the Nixon- 
Rockefeller contest and Rockefel- 
ler does not yet have any docu- 
mented case that he alone could 
win. In fact, the present evidence 
is the other way. 

All this is simply to report that, 
as most political observers see it, 
Gov. Rockefeller faces a rather 
forbidding, uncertain, uphill fight 
unless he finds a major issue with 
which popularly to differentiate 
his candidacy from Nixon’s and 
unless Nixon's shows a decline in 
voter strength not now visible.

WASHINGTON. Nov. 2 (UPI)—Text of prepared statement | 
read by Charles Van Doren before a House subcommittee investi- 
gating rigged 


television shows: 


I would give’ almost anything I have to reverse the course 
of mv life in the last three vears. I cannot take back one word 
or actior: the past does not change for anyone. But at least I 
can learn from the past. I have learned a lot in those three 
years—especially in the last three weeks. 

I’ve learned a lot about life. I've learned a lot about myself, 
and about the responsibilities any man has to his fellow men. 


I've learned a lot about good and evil. They are not always 
what they appear to be. I was involved, deeply involved, in a 
deception. The fact that I, too, was very much deceived cannot 
keep me from being the principal victim of that deception, because 
I was its principal symbol. 


THERE MAY BE a kind of justice in that. 

I don’t know. I do know, and I can say it proudly to this 
committee, that. since Friday, Oct 16, when I finally came to a 
full understanding of what I had done and of what I must do, I 
have taken a number of steps toward trving to make up for it. 


I have a long way to go. I have deceived my friends, and I 
had millions of them. Whatever their feeling for me now, my 
aftection for them is stronger today than ever before. | am making 
this statement because of them. I hope my being here will serve 
them well and lastingly. 


Since October 16, I have informed my immediate family of the 
facts I will disclose today. I have appeared before District Atior- 
ney (Frank) Hogan and Assistant District Attorney Stone and 
told them that my testimony before the grand jury last January 
was not in accord with the facts. And I appear before you today 
prepared to tell the whole truth about my association with the 
quiz program ‘‘21.”’ 


Let me start at the very beginning. A friend first suggested 
that I might apply to be a contestant on ‘“‘Tic Tac Dough,” and 
told me the address of the producers, Barry & Enright, Inc.

I HAVE ALWAYS had a good memory, and I had a reputa- 
tion among my friends for a wide range of knowledge and for 
being good at quizzes of all sorts. I hesitated for several weeks 
and finally went to the office and applied. 


| I was given an examination Which I passed easily. I was then 
given a much longer and harder one, the purpose of which I did 
not know, but which | also completed. 


I left the office and was told that I would be called if wanted. 


At the same time I was winning more money than I had ever 
had or ever dreamed of having. I was able to convince myself 
that I could make it up for it after it was over. 


Again, I do not wish to emphasize my mental and moral strug- 
gles. Yet the public renown also made me terribly uncomfortable. 
I hoped people would not think I could do nothing besides stand in 
an isolation booth and answer questions. I realized that I. was 
really giving a wrong impression of education. True education 
does not mean the knowledge of facts exclusively. I wrote articles 
trying to express thjs feeling, but few were interested. 


Instead; I was referred to as a ‘“‘quiz-whiz,”’ a “human book 
of knowledge,” a “walking encyclopedia.”’ I wanted to be a writer 
and a teacher of literature. I seemed to be moving farther and 
farther away from that aim. 

« * ~ 


I DIDN’T KNOW WHAT to do nor where to turn and, frankly, 
I was very much afraid. I told Freedman of my fears and mis- 
givings, and I asked him several times to release me from the 
program. At the end of January, 1959, when I had appeared eight 
or 10 times, I asked him once more to release me, and this time 
more strongly. He agreed to allow me to stop, but it was some 
time before it could be arranged. He told me that I had to be 
defeated in a dramatic manner. 


A series of ties had to be planned which would give the pro- 
gram the required excitement and suspense. On February 18 I 
played a tie with Mrs. Vivienne Nearing, and the following week 
played, two more ties with her. Freedman then told me that she 
was to be my last opponent, and that I would be defeated by her. 
I thanked him. He told me that I would have to play twice more 
after February 25. The next program was on March 11. When I 
arrived at the studio Freedman told me that since there were 

*now only three programs a month, there was not time enough 
to “build up” another contestant, and so I was to lose that very 
night. I said: ‘‘Thank God!’’ Mrs. Nearing defeated me in the 
first game played that night. My total winnings after 14 appear- 
ances were $129,000. 


I received $124,000 after my defeat. Before Christmas, 1956, 
I had received an advance of $5,000 against my minimum guar- 
antee, which was at that time, I believe, $15,000. 


The check was given me by Enright, who wished me “Merry 
Christmas”’ when he handed it to me. Enright and I never dis- 
cussed the contents of any particular program, but I assumed 
that he knew what was going on. He generally avoided speaking 
to me. But on the last night he came into my dressing room and 
said, I believe in the presence of Freedman: ‘‘As soon as it’s 
over come right back to the dressing room so as not to interrupt 
the program. We can meet the press after the show is over.” 


In the hall outside I met Albert Freedman, whom I had met 
socially two or three times. He told me that he was the producer 
of “‘Tic Tac Dough,” and I said that I had applied to be a con- 
testant. 


I was called the next week and told that I had been chosen 
to be a contestant on “21,” a program of which I had never 
heard. I learned that ‘21’’ was Barry & Enright’s new nighttime 
quiz show and that it was supposedly an honor to be so chosen. 


I returned to the office and was instructed in the rules of 
“21” by, I think, Daniel Enright. Following orders, I came to the 
studio several hours before air time. 
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I WORKED HARD at memorizing lists of facts and figures, 
and carried with me a book of facts. I was frightened and excited. 
I did not appear on the program that night, which was, I believe, 
November 7, 1956. I continued to be a standby contestant for two 
more weeks. 


Before my first actual appearance on “21,” I was asked by 
Freedman to come to his apartment. He took me into his bedroom 
where we could talk alone. He told me that Herbert Stempel, 
the current champion, was an “unbeatable” contestant because 
he knew too much. 


He said that Stempel was unpopular, and was defeating op- 
ponents right and left to the detriment of the program. He asked 
me if, as a favor to him, I would agree to an arrangement where- 
by I would tie Stempel and thus increase the entertainment value 
of the program. 


I asked him to let me go on the program honestly, without 
receiving help. He said that was impossible. 


. He told me that¥l would not have a chance to defeat Stempel 
because he was too knowledgeable. He also told me that the show 
was merely entertainment and that giving help to quiz con- 
testants was a common practice and merely a part of show 
business. 


THIS OF COURSE was not true, but perhaps I wanted to be- 
lieve him. He also stressed the fact that by appearing on a na- 
tionally televised program I would be doing a great service to 
the intellectual life, to teachers and to education in general. by 
increasing public respect for the work of the mind through my per- 
formances. In fact, I think, I have done a disservice to all of them. 


I deeply regret this, since I believe nothing is of more vital 
importance to our civilization than education. Whenever I hesi- 
tated or expressed uneasiness at the course events were, taking 
during my time on the program the same sort of discussion 
ensued, and, foolishly and wrongly, I persuaded myself that it 
was all true. 


Freedman guaranteed me $1,000 if I would appear for one 
night. I will not bore this committee by describing the intense 
moral struggle that went on inside me. I was sick at heart. Yet the 
fact is that I unfortunately agreed, some

I met him next at his office, where he explained how the 
program would be controlled. He told me the questions I was to be 
asked, and then askéd if I could answer them. Many of them | 
could. But he was dissatisfied with my answers.

THEY WERE NOT “entertaining’’ enough. He instructed me 
how to answer the questions: To pause before certain parts of the 
answers, to skip certain parts and return to them. to hesitate and 
build up suspense, and so forth. On this first occasion and on 
several subsequent ones he gave me a script to memorize, and 
before the program he took back the script and rehearsed me 
in my part.

This was the general method which he used throughout my 
fourteen weeks on ‘*?1.’’ He would ask me the questions hefore- 
hand. If I could not answer them he would either tell me the 
answers or, if there was sufficient time before the program, which 
was usual, he would aliow me to look them up myself, 


A foolish sort of pride made me want to look up the answers 
when I could, and to learn as much about the subiect

I was tleeply troubled by the arrangement. As time went on 
the show ballooned beyond my wildest expectations. I had sup- 


posed I would win a few thousand dollars and be known to a small 
television audience.

national celebrity. 
I received thousands of letters and dozens of requests to make 
Speeches, appear in movies and so forth~in short 
‘pings of modern publicity.

ONE RESULT of my appearances on ‘‘21” was a contract with 
NBC. I hoped this would give me the chance to do something 
else besides answer questions in an isolation booth. I never 
wanted to see another quiz show. The opportunity came in October, 
1958, when I was assigned to the Dave Garroway program. 


I am grateful to Mr. Garroway and to NBC for letting me 
appear on this program for a year and talk for five minutes every 
morning about some subject which I considered interesting and 
important. 


I spoke about science, poctry, history and famous people, as 
well as many other things. At least once a week during my five 
minutes I read poetry and talked about it as I would do to a 
Columbia class. I think I may be the only person who ever read 
17th Century poetry on a network television program—a far cry 
from the usual diet of mayhem, murder and rape. I hoped that 
television viewers would judge me on what I did on the Garroway 
show and forget my role on ‘*21.”’ 


All the time I was appearing on television I continued to teach 
at Columbia. People told me I Was impractical to do so, but 
teaching seemed to me much more important. I had always wanted 
to be a teacher, and I hoped to be one when my quiz show ex- 
perience was forgotten. 


a a 


I completed the requirements for a Ph. D. last spring, and on 
July 1 1 was made an assistant professor of English. This was 
the fulfillment of a life-long desire. I hoped that it would be pos- 
sible to slide slowly from my public life back into the life of 
teaching and writing that I had always wanted. But things didn’t 
work out that way. 


In August, 1958, Stempel and others charged that some quiz 
shows, including ‘21,”" had been rigged. I was at that time ap- 
nearing on the Garroway program as a replacement for Mr. 
Garroway, who was on vacation. 


The news of Stempel’s charges was like a blow. I was horror- 
etruck, I have said I received many letters. Thousands were 
from teachers, all over the country. Thousands more were from 
school children and students. All expressed their faith in me, 
their hope for the future, their dedication to knowledge and edu- 
cation. 
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THESE LETTERS AND ALL they stood for were like a vast 
weigh. I could not bear to betray that faith and hope. I. felt 
| that anything that might happen to me was preferable to betray- 
| ing ther. I felt that I carried the whole burden of the honor af 
my profession. And so | made a statement on the Garroway pro- 
gram the next morning to the effect that I knew of no improper 


activities or ‘‘21,".. and that I had received no assistance. I knew 
that most people would believe me. Most people did. I honestly 
| thousht I was doing the right thing. 
| 1 was of course very foolish. I was incredibly naive. I could 


not understand why Stempel should want to proclaim his own in- 
| volvement. 1 could hardly believe what he said, though I knew 
| it must be true, from my own experience. In a sense, I was like 
a child who refuses to admit a fact in the hope that it will go 
away, Of coupse it did not go away, and an investigation was be- 
gun by the office of the district attorney of New York. 


I was called by Mr. Joseph Stone of that office and interro- 
gated I denied any knowledge of improper activities. After my 
interview with Mr, Stone I engaged a lawyer, Carl Rubino. In 
my folly I did not even tell him the truth. I supposed that an at- 
torney could defend me if he did not know what I had done. 


[ appeared before the grand jury in January, 1959, and still 
denied any involvement. I guess I did not fully. understand the 
Seriousness of this action, but even if I had, I am not sure I 
would have been physically able to admit what I had done. 


Before my testimony I had lunch with Freedman. He asked 
me not to reveal the facts, since he had already appeared and 
denied any involvement on his part. I told him I would not. be- 
cause I could not bear to have my family, my friends and the 
general public know I had deceived them. 

Freedman said that I had nothing to fear. because, he said, 
“they can break my legs.” He meant that nothing could be done 
to make him implicate me.

Enright also came to see me, in my apartment, before my .4 


| grand jury appearance. He was greatly upset, but he assured me. 
again that [ had nothing to fear, for, he said, everyone in his | 
organization would “‘die’”’ for him. 


In August of this year, I was interviewed by investigators of 
this committee. They told me that there was, grand jury testi- 


mony which conflicted with mine, but.at-first they did not tell me 
what it was. 


I LEARNED the week before these public hearings’ began 
that Freedman had. returned to the grand jury after my testi- 
| mony, changed his story, and implicated me. Freedman has suf- 
| fered this year, too. I had been living in dread for nearly three 

years; now I became almost panic-stricken, but 1 still denied 
to the investigators that I had been involved. 


I felt I just could not admit it. Committee’s counsel Robert 
Lishman and Richard Goodwin tried to make me see that my 


folly was only leading me in deeper and deeper, But 1 persisted 
in it.

On Oct. 6, the hearings began. I was involved in them from 


the first. On that Tuesday evening I was told by NBC that if I 
did not immediately send a telegram to the committee demanding

the right to be heard I would be suspended, and that my refusal 
would probably constitute a breach of contract. My life and 
career, it appeared, were being swept away in a flood. I tried to 
save whatever part seemed in the most immediate danger. 
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FIRST I HOPED to save the contract. I just was unable 
to walk out and slam the door on a $50,000-a-year job, a job which 
I enjoyed and thought extremely important. But I was to lose 
things of greater value as time went on. 


I still was unable to tell even my attorney the whole truth. 
However, we asked NBC not to demand that | send a telegram. 
hey were adamant. They did agree to accept the telegram I 
sent. I desperately hoped that this telegram would serve two pur- 
poses: That is, I hoped it would satisfy NBC, and that at the 
same time the committee would understand that it was not an 
act of defiance. - 


On Thursday, Oct. 8, the chairman replied to my telegram and 
offered me the opportunity to testify. 


But in the meantime I had told Mr. Rubino the whole story. 
He concluded that Freedman and Enright might well be standing 
by to testify against me. Also, on the preceding Tuesday night, 
I had told NBC officials more of the truth than I had ever told 
them before, but still not the whole truth. 


This information was sent to the committee in such a way as 
to make my actions seem even more mystifying. 
~ - * 


THUS, I COULD not face the situation on Thursday night. I 
was completely confused and dismayed. I did not know what to do. 
Since I had been relieved from my assignment on the Garroway 
show the same day, I asked Columbia if I might miss the follow- 
ing day’s class. The university offered me a week’s leave of 
absence, and I simply ran away. There were a dozen newsmen 
outside my.door, and I was running from them, too. 


I couldn’t think when everywhere I went there were people 


| trying to interview me and flashing bulbs in my face. Most of all, 


I was running from myself.

quiet. I know now that I could not lie any more, nor did I want to.

But I was not yet at the point where I could tell the whole 
story. My wife and I drove up into New England. I drove aim- 
lessly from one town to another, trying to come to some conclusion.

I returned to New York on Tuesday, Oct. 13, and the next day, 
the 14th, by arrangement between Mr. Lishman and Mr. Rubino, 
I was served with a subpoena by a representative of the com- 
mittee. I spent’ the rest of the week trying hopelessly to seek a 
way out. There was no way, but even though my mind knew 
there was none I could not face the prospect emotionally.

THERE WAS ONE way out which I had of course often con- 
sidered, and fhat was simply to tell the truth. But as long as I 
was trying to protect only myself and. my own reputation, and, 
as I thought, the faith people had in me, I could not believe that 
way was possible. But I was coming closer and closer to a true 
understanding of my position. ! 


I was beginning to realize what I should have known before, 
that the truthwjs always the best way, indeed it is the only way, 
to promote afid protect faith. 


And the truth is the only thing with which a man can live. 
My father had told me this, even though he did not know the truth 
in my case. I think he didn’t care what it was so long as I told 
it. Other people said the same thing, even though they, too, did 
not know what the truth was.

IN THE END it was a small thing that tipped the scales. A 
letter came to me which I read. It was from a woman, a complete 
stranger, who had seen me on the Garroway: show and who said 
she admired my work there. She told me that the only way I 
could ever live with myself, and make up for what I had done— 
of course she too did not know exactly what that was—was to 
admit it, clearly, openly, truly. 


Suddenly I knew she was right. And this way, which had 
seemed for so long the worst of all possible alternatives, suddenly 
became the only one. 


Whatever the personal consequences, and I knew they would 
be severe, this was the only way. 

In the morning I telephoned my attorney and told him my 
decision. He had been very worried about my health and perhaps 
my sanity, and he was happy that I had found courage at last. 
He said: ‘“‘God bless you.”

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Lillian Smith, the Clayton, Ga., novel- 
ist who has been alternately reviled and 
revered by her fellow southerners since 
she wrote of racial matters in the novel, 
“Strange Fruit,” in the °40’s, is a decep- 
tively fragile looking woman. She speaks 
softly and maybe because she is not much 
over five feet tall and wears her silver 
hair in a youthful pixie cut, she seers 
both younger and more vulnerable than you 
would imagine. 


But when she stood up to speak to the 
Geargia Writers Conference the other 
day I decided that she is the toughest 
writing lady I ever beheld. 7 


For the pleasure and enlightenment of 
her audience she read four or five of the 
meanest book reviews I have ever heard 
in my life—all of them on her newest 
novel, “‘One Hour.”’ 


“Enjoy them,” she said, smiling rue- 
fully at her audience. “I can’t.”’ 


If she doesn’t enjoy taking a raw-hiding 
from critics she stands up under it well. 
She neither crumbles under acid-bath 
criticism nor allows herself to luxuriate 
under the sweet, caressing words of that 
even greater body of critics, those who

hail her book as the literary event of the 
year. Miss Smith is clearly a woman who 
experiences the best and the worst about 
her work while she is doing it. 


She told the Georgia writers it took her 
three anda half years to write “One Hour,” 
working sometimes four or five hours a 
day, sometimes 16 hours a day, sometimes 
not at all. She described that work as a 
quest—a time when she “worked, jour- 
neyed, explored, under the’‘stern neces- 
sity’ that Rebecca West talks about.” a 
time when work gripped her in “the steel 
fingers that never let you go if you're a 
real writer.”’ 


The ‘“‘moment of truth” for an author 
comes, she said, when you know your char- 
acters—‘‘when you and this created persos 
who has never lived on this earth come to 
know each other.” 


But this “sharp, terrifying, sweet’’ ex- 
perience, having characters come to life 
and the story she has to tell possess her, 
isn’t really enough to turn out a book, Miss 
Smith said. 


“All creative things,’”’ she said, “are 
made of two people.’’ And the other one 
contributing to a book is the reader. 
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Miss Smith cited an old German figure 
which pictures a poem as a bird with one 
wing created by the author and the other 
by the reader. The same, she said, is true 
of the novel—and no novel “really soers 
until that second wing has been added by a 
reader.”’ There are readers who don’t co- 
operate, she admitted, smiling ironically, 
those who will resist until the death a 
certain writer. It’s a chance every writer 
takes and is both fascinating and so 
““scary’’ that you wouldn't write at all if 
you allowed yourself to think about it. 


I can’t imagine Miss Smith being 
daunted by even a phalanx of hostile read- 
ers moving in with heavy artillery, much 
less the unseen and indifferent ones. Any- 
body who can read and re-read those 
mean book reviews and even copy down 
some of the more vicious thrusts and read 
them aloud to an audience, is made of 
very sturdy stuff. 


But I was awfully glad to see that when 
this slim and courageous little writer 
from the Georgia hills finished speaking 
the other day she received a real, ceiling- 
raising ovation. It looks as if at long last 
*‘Miss Lil,”’ as her charges at Laurel Falls 
camp used to call her, is now a prophet 
with honor in her own land.

If we get a stadium built and 
are unable to get a franchise, then we will solicit outside help 
That's exactly what we've told the Chicago group.’ 


Major Sports associates were recently aroused over a story 
appearing in the Chicago Daily News. Attorney Bob Chatz, serv- 
ing as a spokesman for the Chicago group, gave out an inter- 
view which intimated that Atlanta was about set for major 
league kickoff in 1961. 


The story said that a stadium seating 55,000 for baseball and 
75,000 for football was slated for Piedmont Park. Revenue bonds 
issued by Fulton County were to finance the deal. Chicago funds 
were to help finance the franchises. 


It was news indeed to the Fulton County commissioners. And 
George Halas, chairman of the NFL expansion committee, was 
quoted as saying that he would not have time to talk to Chatz and 
affiliates until the end of the season.

fabulous, almost unbelievable Sixties.” 


President Lee Talley announced here Mon- 
day that a 10-year marketing program has been 
designed to more than double Coca-Cola’s present 
sales volume, already the biggest in the soft 
drink industry. 


The new campaign was presented to 1,100 
Coca-Cola bottlers in conventions held Monday 
here and at four other regional centers of the 
nation. 


Talley said the long-range approach repre- 
sented a break with past meetings to set up a 
single year’s program. 


Though he did not reveal details, he said the 
sales plan for the coming decade was built on facts gathered in 
“perhaps the most far-reaching industrial census ever undertaken 
at the dealer-contact level.

“Merchandising conditions in approximately 1,500,000 outlets 
for bottled Coca-Cola received close examination during the sur- 
vey.” 


Outlining past achievements of the Atlanta-headquartered firm, 
which, he noted, is growing faster at age 73 than it did when it 
was only. 25, Talley said: 


“It took us 58 years to sell our first billion gallons of syrup, 
nine to sell the second, and six to sell the third.” 


s 
Now, he continued, Coca-Cola is entering the home stretch of 
what will be its biggest sales year in history. 


Looking ahead, Talley noted that “economists say we are en- 
tering an era of amazing growth, an era of plenty . . . greater 
income, more babies, more production, more jobs, more every- 
thing. All of our studies and research indicate they are right.” 


He added Coca-Cola will capitalize on these srowth factors by 
continuing to expand overseas, where new bottling plants are be- 
ing added at the rate of three a month, and in this country, where 
bottlers are now spending in excess of $1 million a month on new 
plants and heavy equipment. 


You Can’t Get a Coke in Russia 


Meanwhile, about the only place in the world where Coca-Cola 
has failed to make headway is the Soviet Union. 


According to the current issue of the American Soft Drink 
Journal, the Russian soft drink industry markets no less than 50 
different flavors—and not a cola drink in the lot. 


Nearly all have a fruit base, including some flavors not yet 
generally bottled in America. 


Most popular of the carbonated fruit beverage flavors in Russia 
is apple, while other favorites include pear, peach, currant, apri- 
cot, plum and such standard U.S. flavors as orange and cream 
soda. 


The Russian drinks, considerably sweeter than America’s, are 
served cool but not iced, and are available at portable dispensing 
stands which can be found at nearly every Moscow street corner. 


Among non-fruit soft drink flavors are coffee, honey and even 
bread. Said to be the national favorite is Kvas, a combination of 
black bread, barley, rye. malt and sugar, which looks like beer, 
tastes like bread—and doubles as the popular basis of a cold soup. 


And for the morning after in Moscow, there’s a carbonated to- 
mato and spice mixture, a sort ef non-alcoholic Bloody Mary.
